Amend the Tramways and Public Companies (Ireland) 
Act, 1883. 

B E it enacted by the King’s most Excellent Majesty, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the authority of the same, as follows : — 

5 1. Section five of the Tramways and Public Companies 

(Ireland) Act. 1883, shall be read and construed as if the words 
from and including “ all moneys so repaid ” down to and including 
the words “ may from time to time order ” were not therein 
contained. 

10 2. Section one of this Act shall apply in the case of all 

tramways constructed, whether before or after the passing of this 
Act, under the provisions of the Tramways and Public Companies 
(Ireland) Acts, 1883, and of the Acts amending or extending the 
same, or incorporated therewith : Provided that this Act shall not 
15 be construed to affect any repayments made before the passing of 
this Act to the Treasury under the section of the Tramways and 
Public Companies (Ireland) Act, 1883, in section one hereof 
mentioned. 

3. This Act may be cited as the Tramways (Ireland) Amend- 
20 ment Act, 1905.
